along with its Rockwell hardness test 
certification. 

Action body is 8.3 inches long, 1.375 
inches in diameter, with 1 inch of free bore 
at the front of the action, which gives added 
glue-in area and support for barrel weight. 
The action is made in choice of right or left 
loading port at no additional cost. The 
trigger is pinned to an adapter housing, 
which in turn fastens to the receiver from 
directly underneath with two allen-head 
screws, thus eliminating trigger pin holes 
being cut into the stock. The trigger housing 
fits all common benchrest target triggers. 

Advanced design and engineering can be 
found with the Trophy action bolt. The bolt 
is right or left handed, cone breech, and 
fluted, all at no additional cost. The dia- 
meter is .870, rotation is 90 degrees, with 
two .5 inch locking lugs for greater bolt 
locking support. Inside the bolt you will find 


either a steel or aluminum (7075 T6) firing 
pin assembly with a steel tip; buyers choice. 
The aluminum firing pin assembly is hard 
coated which increases hardness by ap- 
‘proximately 40%. However, even more 
important, the aluminum firing pin greatly 
increases lock time thus giving quicker 
cartridge explosion before accuracy hin- 
dering vibrations are generated and dis- 
tributed through the barrel. For those that 
specify it, the aluminum firing pin assembly 
has a life time guarantee. Bolt faces offered 
are: 222, PPC, and 308. 

The heavy action is 9 inches long by 1.5 
inch in diameter. The free bore is 1.5 inches, 
and as with the light action barrel stub has 
1-16 threads, 1 inch long. The action 
threads are thread plug gauge tested to 
insure uniformity from action to action.

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interesting listening. | have to believe that 
a lot of their ideas would have practical 
application for our short range shooting. 

For instance I’ve had several of these 
shooters tell me that variation in effort of 
bullet pull can cause vertical stringing at 
long-range, and this can be demonstrated 
at our regular short ranges in the form of 
greater velocity variations on the chrono- 
graph. It would appear to me to be an 
interesting area for one of our more 
scholarly type to do some research on, and 
hopefully to report back to us with his 
findings in article form. Tight necks help 
eliminate bullet tilt, but the subject of pull is 
a relatively unexplored area. Unless | am 
mistaken, L. E. Wilson wrote an article on 
tilt versus individual round displacement in 
the American Rifleman back in the 1963 
era. So the subject matter is nothing 
completely new. 

It would seem to me that the most basic 
way of gauging the difference in bullet pull 
would be to set up one’s arbor press, when 
bullet-seating, on a bathroom scale. | guess 
the next step up in research would be to 
employ a strain gauge between the press 
ram and the top plunger of the seating die. 
If anyone has done any experimenting in 
this area, | would like to see it published; | 


consider it to be an area that just might help 
us shrink the ‘‘vertical’’ in our groups, and 
vertical can be more puzzling, and fru- 
strating, than side-to-side. 

In the words of the Monty Python group, 
“and now for something completely dif- 
erent” There are two ‘“‘freebie’’ 
monthly publications that gunsmiths and 
advanced hobbyists just might find useful. 
The first of these is ‘Modern Machine 
Shop’’, and the source address is 6600 
Clough Pike, Cincinnati, Ohio. As one could 
readily imagine, since it is a free publication, 
there are a lot of ads in it, but in this 
particular case, there in lies the beauty of 
the magazine . . . . it is an excellent source 
reference to find out where to get whatever 
machines or tooling that one might need (or 
thinks one needs) at the moment. The other 
publication, from the same source is entitled 
“Product Finishing’, and this has a lot of 
useful information about particle blasting, 
plating, and various surface finishes that 
can be applied to various and sundry metals 
.... Steel, aluminum, and others. 

The two publications will enable the 
gunsmith to choose from a greater selection 
of equipment in these two fields, and maybe 
get better prices. 

So much for this epistle, and | hope it 
draws a few replies on the subjects raised.

Dear Dave, 

While | was in heavy training at Harold 
Broughton’s shop in Big Springs, Texas a 
couple of years ago, Harold told me that all 
one needed to be an expert in our game was 
a typewriter. Well, | was hoping to acquire 
one of the little rascals before answering 
your letter, but that hasn’t come to be, so 
| hope you can read modern handwriting all 
right. (Editor: Kenny, for what it’s worth, | 
don’t own a typewriter myself. Fortunately, 
our insurance agency has a few spares, one 
of which is at my house for testing. I’ve been 
testing it for two years now; still haven’t 
reached any firm conclusions). 

| am presently caught up with two pro- 
jects involving heavy .22 caliber bullets. By 
coincidence | understand that the good Mr. 
Broughton is building you one also. The 
other is a wildcat cartridge that | developed, 
the .220 Jaybird, for the 69 grain Sierra 
bullet. The Jaybird is basically a varmint 
cartridge throated and designed around the 
Sierra bullet. It’s a .308 case, shortened to 
1.555 body length, a 35 degree shoulder, 
with a .350 inch long neck. It of course is 
throated long, and has very little body taper. 

The Jaybird cartridge should be similar to 
Jim Carmichel’s Cheetah, except for the 
advantage of the long neck to reduce throat 
erosion, and improve the reloadability. The 
reamer was made from a seated round that 
| sent to Hugh Henricksen. Hugh was 
impressed with it, and we both think that it 
will give 22-250 velocities with the 69 grain 
bullet. 

Jerry Hart donated two barrels to the 
projects, because he and | have been 
talking about the ballistic advantages of the 
heavy 22s for two years now and since | 
have a 100 yard and 200 yard range at the 
back door of my shop, he felt that my 
experimentation would be beneficial to

everyone. | just received the barrels, and 
plan to get started next week on both 
efforts. 

Layne Simpson, a gun writer for Hand- 
loader magazine wants us to build a .220 
Jaybird for an article. So if you're interested 
in both projects, or just the benchrest one, 
| will be happy to supply you with the data 
as we collect it. Just let me know. (Editor: 
Kenny, what say you and | sit down with a 
few beers, and write up what you're gonna 
send old Layne. We'll give him a real scoop 
... a Cartridge that RISES at 200 yards, 
compared to it’s 100 yard positioning, stuff 
like that. What the heck . . . Dave Wolfe has 
probably wanted to beat Carmichel’s 
Cheetah for a long time). 

| think that | was also the individual that 
got Walt Berger to tackle the project of 
making a heavy .224 bullet. | really bent his 
ear on the matter at last year’s Crawfish 
match.

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quality reamers and tooling . . . . and went 
to work .. . .the way Broughton taught me. 
In the last two years we have had ten worlds 
records go out of this shop, and still | do not 
feel that | am in Broughton’s class. | was 
searching for perfection when | arrived at his 
shop, and when | left it, two weeks later, | 
realized that this attitude was something 
Harold understood, and could identify with. 
He seems to have a mild problem identifying 
with people who want to do a basic job, and 
get it out the door. 

Harold Broughton for several years was 
known as one of the great gunsmiths only 
to an inner circle, until you came along, and 
started to write of the man, and some of his 
works.

In ‘The Winchester Book’’, by George

.45-90-450 caliber. Neither I, nor any 
gunsmith that | have ever talked to, can 
conceive a cartridge configuration with 
such a load that could be worked through 
the 1876 (lever) action. This suggests one 
of two conclusions: 1.) either a single shot 
version of the 1876 Winchester was de- 
signed, or 2.) the Winchester advertising 
people got carried away, and announced a 
chambering that the manufacturing de- 
partment simply could not deliver. Neither 
the NRA, nor Winchester, nor the Cody 
Museum can shed any light on the subject. 

Has any P.S. reader ever seen a single 
shot Winchester model 1876? 

Would like to hear from anyone with any 
thoughts on the subject.

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Gregoire Barrels 


Dear Dave 

| started bench rest shooting a couple of 
years after Gregoire quit making barrels for 
the bench shooters, and for one reason or 
another had never had the opportunity to 
see one of these famous barrels. So | 
considered it a real treat, 30 years later, to 
receive a brand new, never fired, Gregoire 
barrel and have you ask me to inspect it and 
give you a report of what | found. 

To the best of my knowledge Gregoire 
barrels were used by the bench rest 
shooters from the late 1940’s to about 
1955. During that time they were con- 
sidered the best available. The only de- 
rogative comments | ever heard about 
these barrels was that they were made of 
a soft material and gave short barrel life. 

So the first thing | did was saw off a thin 
slice of barrel to run tests on. Checking this 
piece of barrel on a hardness tester showed 
it is not soft. It registered 32 RC which is 
about as hard as barrel material can be and 
still have the good machining qualities 
necessary to the making of smooth barrels. 
In comparison, the stainless we are cur- 
rently using has a hardness of 28 RC. 

We then sent the piece of barrel to a 
metalurgical lab to be analyzed. The tests 
showed it to be #8655, a chrome-moly 
steel. #4140 chrome-moly is the barrel 
steel used by the majority of rifle manu- 
facturers and custom barrel makers, in- 
cluding Shilen Rifles. As | have had no 
experience with #8655, | made some 
phone calls to people who have been 
around barrel making longer than | and 
found #8655, was quite often used as an 
alternative to #4140. Why it was used 


instead of #4140, nobody seemed to know. 

The lab tests also showed the #8655 
was not as close-grained as the #4140 we 
are now using and that it is a ‘‘dirty”’ steel. 
That means there are a lot of impurities in 
the steel which ‘‘burn out” of the surface 
in the bore as the barrel is being shot, 
leaving pits and inclusions. These pits and 
inclusions effectively cause a roughness in 
the bore which degrades accuracy. 

Our experience with ‘‘dirty’” type steels 
in rifle barrels is that bench rest accuracy 
would be lost in as little as 500 rounds in 
a 222. 

So | wonder; were some of Gregoire’s 
barrels soft, or did shooters just think they 
were soft because of the short barrel life. 

On the plus side is the workmanship done 
by Gregoire on this barrel. It is superb! The 
quality of the inside of the barrel, both 
dimensionaly and in smoothness, is equal 
to any barrel being made today. The barrel 
was rifled by the ‘‘cut’’ process, and then 
hand lapped. The quality of this barrel is 
such that | am quite sure it would deliver 
accuracy equal to any cut, or button rifled 
barrel made today. 

This barrel is a 22 caliber with 14” twist. 
Bore size is .219”. Groove size is multi 
dimensional. That is; it is a little deeper on 
the driving side than on the trailing side. 
Groove diameter on the driving side 
measures .2244” and on the trailing side 
.2240”. The land and groove diameter is 
very uniform end to end. 

Rifling is six lands and grooves with the 
lands being 50 per cent as wide as the 
groove.

Case Turning The Wilson Easy Way 


The newly designed Wilson Case neck 
turning tool is an innovative device capable 
of two things most appealing to the ac- 
curacy nut. It will permit the application of 
power for fast, precise turning of case 
necks taking 90% of the drudgery from the 
job. Itis also repeatable within a reasonable 
tolerance and quite convenient to adjust for 
very small increments of neck thinning. 
These alone make the tool revolutionary 
and particularly so considering it’s multiple 
use possibilities and it’s pricing, both fea- 
tures appealing to benchresters. 

Built on the time honored Wilson case 
trimmer design this miniature hand (or 
power) lathe - which is really what any 
turning tool is - can maintain accuracy of 
plus or minus 1/10000” which is compar- 
able with the best of other turning tools on 
the market. Moreover (and this one sur- 
prised me) the application of power lets you 
hold CLOSER tolerances than turning by 
hand. When | first experimented with Jack 
Wilson’s prototype | fully expected to open 
tolerances when applying power. | had been 
getting a total variation of 3/10,000” by 
hand and quickly dropped to 2/10,000 and 
under with the careful and consistent ap- 
plication of power from an ordinary variable 
speed hand drill, an item owned by almost 
everyone. 

The Wilson trimmer made it’s reputation 
by being machined from good tool steel in 
a machine shop capable of working to 
meticulous dimensions. If you’ve ever 
purchased a new trim cutter for your Wilson 
trimmer the smooth fit and smooth turning 
with a minimum of lubrication proves the 
interchangability made possible by preci- 
sion machining. The Wilson Case Neck 
turning tool takes this precision ever further. 

The ‘V’ block principle of the main frame 
plus the Wilson design case holder assure 
centering. As the case is inserted in the 
holder it aligns itself relative to it’s body 
rather than it’s rim. The turning case holder 
has a greatly reduced bearing surface to

ride in the ‘V’ and aligns on the pilot at the 
other end of the case for the rest of it’s 
‘in-line’ support. The cutter head is then 
cranked over the case neck using a hand 
pushed feed, which if applied slowly, will 
result in a steady smooth turning of the case 
neck as the cutter head travels toward the 
shoulder of the case. 

The addition of an adjustable hold down 
arm with a stop completes the case holding 
alignment. The addition of a protruding pin 
in the case holder had such functional 
appeal that it might even be adapted to the 
regular case trimming shell holders since it 
prevents all rotation tendencies of the case 
holder. 

The secret of the repeatability lies in a 
‘ground on centers’ drive shaft for the 
turning tool and it’s unique cutter head. The 
drive shaft accepts either the conventional 
crank handle (no plastic parts here) or the 
accessory power adapter on it’s threaded 
end. The power adapter is turned to provide 
a ¥4” male end which will fit any 3 jaw 
chucked electric drill you might have. 

It is felt that a VARIABLE SPEED drill is 
necessary as a full power tool would be 
impossible to control. As with ANY POWER 
tool caution must be used to avoid injury to 
the operator. 

The opposite end of the drive shaft has 
been eccentrically (off-center) ground and 
this is the part on which the cutter head

assembly and the fixed reference collar are 
mounted. The head jams against the cal- 
ibrated collar and as the cutter head is 
turned in small degrees on the eccentric 
shaft end the cutter moves closer to or 
further away from the case neck surface 
thus adjusting the depth of cut. 

When first setting the tool up, the pointer 
on the cutter head is set on the ‘A’ of the 
reference collar and the cutter itself ad- 
justed to just touch the surface of the case 
neck. Then the head is rotated toward ‘B’ 
and locked for a trial cut. By progressing in 
such a manner adjustments as small as Y% 
thousandth are possible. If one goes too far 
he needs only back up to the previous 
setting and he will have returned to that 
thickness of neck. The change in depth of 
cut will not be the same between different 
pairs of adjacent letters. The change 
between ‘B’ and ‘C’ for instance will be less 
than between ‘G’ and ‘H’. The advance is 
very slow at the beginning, increases in the 
middle of the range, and slows down again 
toward the end of the 180 degrees of 
adjustment. A total of about .006” move- 
mentis available by rotating the cutter head 
halfway around the drive shaft. This may 
sound a little complicated without the tool 
at hand when in reality it is quick and simple. 

If you turn .308 cases with the pointer on 
the ‘H’ and your 30-06 cases on the ‘D’ 
those settings will be closely repeatable 
later when switching back and forth 
between turning the two sizes of cases. If 
the cutter itself is loosened to adjust for a 
.22 or 6mm case then all reference for the 
.308 and .30-06 will have been lost. In this 
case one begins with the cutter set on ‘A’ 
and just touching the case and progress by 
letters to achieve the proper neck thick- 
ness. This loss of adjustment CAN be

avoided by purchasing an optional cutter & 
head assembly for each bore size. In this 
manner the .30 adjusted cutter head would 
retain it’s repeatability for both the .308 and 
the .30-06 while the optional head(s) would 
be calibrated for the cartridges in their 
caliber size. 

Itis also possible to set the pointer on say 
‘C’ and have the cutter touch a PRE- 
VIOUSLY turned case. Then slight ad- 
justments toward ‘A’ or toward ‘E’ will 
easily bring you into tolerance again. 

Another outstanding feature of the Wil- 
son Neck Turning Tool is that the addition 
of a trimmer cutter and trimming case holder 
will let you immediately convert the unit for 
case trimming. The hold down feature for 
the case holder works perfectly for trimming 
and so too does the power adapter for 
those long trim case forming jobs. The tool 
also handles neck reaming and primer 
pocket reaming with the correct accessory 
parts. 

By the time you read this the Wilson Case 
Neck Turning Tool will be available with 
standard pilots from .22 to .30 plus an array 
of case holders for the most popular ac- 
curacy cartridges. Others will be added as 
time and demand permits. If this fine tool 
receives the acceptance of Jack Wilson’s 
last offering, the precision neck sizing die, 
it could quickly become another of those 
Wilson ‘goodies’ that most accuracy ‘nuts’ 
can’t live without.

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Where Are We Going? 


by Jon Leu 


My reading of the history of competitive 
benchrest shooting indicates it all began as 
an effort to improve the varmint hunting 
rifles of the day. Records were made and 
broken with the then-wildcat 22-250, an 
artillery round compared to the highly 
specialized cartridges used today. In truth, 
about the only thing that has survived 
unscathed from those beginning days is a 
bit of the terminology: We still talk of 
shooting the ‘‘varmint class” of benchrest. 

From those early days, benchrest 
shooting has evolved through what could 
be termed a developmental stage to what 
today might well be called a competitive 
state. You think not? Compare the 
equipment lists from matches held 20 years 
ago to those for the major matches held 
today. During the developmental stage, 
shooters were trying anything and every- 
thing in their quest for better accuracy. 
Along with an attempt to shoot small groups 
and aggregates, shooters were attempting 
to add to their knowledge.

Equipment lists today are a bit less di- 
verse. Probably 90 percent of the shooters 
— and an even larger percentage of the 
winning shooters — are shooting the PPC, 
primarily the 6mm version. In many re- 
spects, this is as it should be. The PPC is 
a great cartridge, make no mistake about 
it. While the PPC is not solely responsible, 
there’s no question that it is the horse we’ve 
ridden to aggregates in the “‘teens.”’ But, as 
they say, all is not beer and skittles. 

Rather than an emphasis on learning, the 
emphasis today seems to be on winning rifle 
matches. Without a doubt, there is still a 
good deal of experimenting going on within 
the benchrest community. But the focus of 
this experimentation seems to be on how 
to make the PPC shoot better rather than 
on a more important question: Is there 
another cartridge which will better the 
performance of the PPC? 

| sometimes wonder how many among us 
have given more than passing thought to 
the fact that benchrest shooting is getting 
less and less coverage in the general 
interest shooting publications. The coming 
of the fiberglass rifle stock in the early 70s 
gave us an article or two in the majority of 
the firearms magazines. A decade ago 
there was another little flurry of media 
attention with the coming of the PPC 
cartridge, with a few writers looking on the 
22 caliber version as a potential varmint 
hunting cartridge. More recently, 
developments in the area of bore cleaning 
have brought benchrest shooting a bit more 
attention. 

For the most part, however, competitive 
benchrest shooting is a sport which goes 
largely unnoticed by the firearms press. 
Compare, if you will, the coverage being 
given to, say, rifle or handgun silhouette 
shooting to that being given to benchrest. 
How come the difference? Well, silhouette 
shooting has numbers — there’s a lot of 
folks dabbling in the game in one way or 
another. Silhouette shooting has some 
spectator appeal. More important, there’s 
some truly innovative activity in silhouette 
shooting these days, and editors — be they 
employed by GUNS & AMMO or The Wail 
Street Journal — are looking for news. 
Truth is, there hasn't been much coming out 
of the sport of benchrest lately that editors 
can consider of interest to the wider seg- 
ment of their readers. 

Benchrest shooting, to the insiders, is 
moving forward, Groups are getting 
smaller. Even more important, aggregates 
— the test of consistency in performance 
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— are getting smaller. Unfortunately, the 
cartridge developments which have tended 
to move us toward smaller and smaller 
aggregates have little appeal to any other 
segment of the shooting community. If you 
think about the number of varmint rifles 
you’ve seen chambered for the 6mm PPC 
which will actually be used for hunting, you'll 
get a better idea where we’re headed in 
terms of making contributions. Cartridges 
which are designed purely for accuracy just 
don’t seem to have a wide range of appeal. 

There are, at this time, a number of 
individuals who are spending a great deal 
of time and effort — and no small amount 
of money — in an attempt to design a 
cartridge which will be an improvement on 
the PPC. Ye Olde Editor, by his own 
admission a mechanical moron of the first 
water, has offered the prestigious editorial 
facilities of Precision Shooting to serve as 
a clearinghouse for this project in the hopes 
of preventing wasteful duplication of efforts. 
Whether or not anything comes of this 
effort, it is important in that an attempt to 
move forward is finally being undertaken. 
There has been much correspondence on 
the subject in recent months among some 
twenty shooters that have been caught up 
in the project. 

Taking the bull by the horns, Dave has 
contacted Federal, Frontier, and Win- 
chester regarding the possibility of ob- 
taining 30-30 Winchester cases manufac- 
tured with small rifle primer pockets. 
Likewise, Remington has been approached 
regarding the possibility of 30 Remington 
(rimless 30-30) cases with small rifle primer 
pockets. As Dave wrote recently, ‘‘the 
silence (regarding his initiatives) has been 
deafening.’ Given the sport’s contributions 
of late, is it any wonder? 

Perhaps if there were something in 
benchrest, a Varmint/Hunter Class, for 
example, to serve as a vehicle by which 
competitive shooters could lay the 
groundwork for our less technically-inclined 
fellow shooters, the reaction of manufac- 
turers to our more specialized needs might 
be more receptive. On the other hand, if we 
continue the trend toward less practical 
rifles firing cartridges designed purely for 
accuracy competition, we can’t really ex- 
pect much in the way of manufacturing 
support for our work. 

There are presently something on the 
order of three million members of the N.R.A. 
and untold millions of additional shooters 
who don’t belong to any sort of a formalized 
shooting organization. Compare that 
potential market to the total number of 
benchrest shooters (estimated in the 3,000 
to 6,000 range), and it’s fairly simple to see 
why manufacturers don’t feel they can bend 
over backwards to cater to our increasingly 
specialized needs.

A digital wind measurement system and 
wind direction indicator is now offered by 
Photronic Systems Engineering Co. of 
Fountain Valley, CA. This is a portable unit 
which mounts on a standard camera light 
stand and is powered by one 9 volt battery. 
It is made up of two assemblies; An 
electronic anemometer with liquid crystal 
display and a wind direction indicator which 
is displayed relative to the line of fire. 

The Wind-Comp has several delicate 
parts which are required for proper function 
and indications. The unit arrived in a 
shipping container which has been 
thoughfully designed for a storage and 
protection of the system when being carried 
to the range. A standard %” diameter 
camera light stand is required also and can 
be had at any local camera store. The lower

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half of the unit, the wind direction indicator, 
is first installed on the top of the light stand 
leaving enough room above to hold the 
anemometer read-out, about 22 inches. A 
single thumb screw holds the indicator 
assembly in place. Next, the wind speed 
indicator assembly is placed on the top of 
the light stand and this unit is held in place 
by two thumb screws. The unit is now ready 
for use. 

The wind anemometer is powered by a 
9 volt battery. A new battery (supplied with 
the unit) will power the wind velocity indi- 
cator for about twenty hours. When the 
battery has about three hours of operation 
remaining, two dots (a colon) appears 
above the display decimal point and is alow 
battery indication. The battery is mounted 
on the back of the indicator. 

The anemometer cups are very fragile 
and light. They drive a servo within the box 
which is electronicly displayed on a .700” 
LCD liquid crystal on the front of the box. 
An on-off switch is also mounted on the 
front of the box. The anemometer assembly 
will detect and display any wind from one 
tenth mph to nineteen, nine tenths mph. In 
use it was found that the LCD reacts very 
quickly to any slight wind velocity change. 

The direction indicator is also very fragile. 
The stand should be positioned parallel to 
the line of fire and must be level for proper 
operation. The direction indicated under the 
pointer is the relative wind to the line of fire. 
O indicates a pure head wind, 180 a tail 
wind. 270 indicates a cross wind from the 
left and 90 a wind from the right. The analog 
indications are for each thirty degrees of 
wind change. Numbers are about .700” 
high, black on white and easy to read. 

The Wind-Comp can be set up at any 
location along the bullet’s path. After 
checking to see that it is level, the switch 
is turned on and the LCD checked for a 
reading indicating the unit is ready to go. 

For our first trip out with the Wind-Comp 
on the home range, we set it up at about 
twenty yards, because this location on this 
range can and does often have fast 


changing winds both in direction and 
velocity. By placing it to the left of the line 
of fire at this distance, the indications could 
be clearly seen with the naked eye. It can 
also be placed in such a manner that the unit 
can be seen and read through the rifle 
scope. There are some distances that the 
scope is fuzzy and a spotting scope is 
required. There was no problem seeing the 
indications with a 20 to 30X spotting scope. 

The Wind-Comp was found to do 
everything it is supposed to do. It does not 
eliminate the need for additional wind flags. 
| found that it was most useful to me when 
set up between fifteen and forty yards and 
additional wind flags used throughout the 
“‘gaps’’ along the line of fire. The addition 
of a mirage board at the target makes for 
about the most complete and useful 
conditions. 

The Wind-Comp is warranted for a period 
of six months from the date of purchase. 
The manufacture offers out of warranty 
repair.

Current IBS rules concerning electronic 
wind flags states: ‘‘The use of electronic 
wind gauges or similar devices will be 
allowed in Heavy Bench Rifle Competition’. 
Therefore, they may not be used in any 
other classes in IBS competition. NBRSA 
rules have no such limitation. However, | 
suspect that if such a device is set up prior 
to the start of match competition, it may not 
be moved til that match for that class has 
been completed for that day. The same rule 
would apply to the Heavy Bench Rifle in IBS 
matches. 

The Wind-Comp will be most effective if 
some time is spent moving it about your 
shooting range and seeing what it will tell 
you. If set up in an area down range that 
normally has relatively uniform wind 
direction and velocity and anormal wind flag 
will give the desired information, the 
Wind-Comp would be better used and really 
useful where winds are unpredictable. My 
practice range has two points within the first 
100 yards that produce sneaky wind 
changes that blow groups and often makes 
for some exasperating moments. The 
Wind-Comp in these two locations gave 
some very useful clues when given enough 
attention. The first of these locations are, 
one at about twenty to thirty yards from the 
bench, the second at about sixty yards. The 
Wind-Comp helped the most, up to this 
point, when set up at twenty yards and at 
this distance, the readings of both velocity 
and direction could be seen with normal 
vision.

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The .218 Mashburn Bee 


Dear Dave, 

| have to confess that | did a real 
double-take when | saw the ad of Prairie 
Shootin’ Supply in the March issue. Factory 
chambered rifles for the .218 Mashburn 
Bee, by Kimber! It is rather startling to find 
an American factory making rifles in a 
particular chambering for no better reason 
than they have been requested to do so by 
a source that agrees to buy a specific 
number of such rifles. 

If such an unwholesome attitude were to 
spread or grow, the Kimber outfit would 
certainly be censored and condemned for 
doing something so un-American as pro- 
viding the public with somethng that they 
actually wanted. In times past the fact that 
the public wanted an item, and was willing 
to pay green money for it, on the barrelhead, 
right here and now .... was not an 
important item to many factories, who felt 
that they would prefer to go ahead with a 
project that some knothead with a slide rule 
told them was what the shooters secretly 
wanted. 

It is a relatively recent attitude of the 
major factories that requests that they 
make a certain item, even if accompanied 
by an offer to purchase a goodly number of 
the item, are basically ignored .... ap- 
parently on the basis of the belief that if the 
idea came from outside the organization, it 
simply can’t be worth a damn. 

Fifty-sixty years ago, if the customer was

standing on the other side of the counter, 
waving money around, he’s aCUSTOMER 
.... take care of that man immediately. 
Today he’s not a customer, he’s an irritant; 
get rid of him, ignore him. 

Why were there so many different ver- 
sions of the fine old single shots? Because 
the CUSTOMER ordered them this way. 
And, since he was willing to PAY FOR IT, 
he got it. Today the factory says, ‘‘nope 
sorry... .’’ and at the end of the year, they 
go around wringing their hands because 
sales were down ... . not considering the 
10,000 would-be-customers who were all 
told “nope, can’t do that” .... which 
usually means “‘don’t wanna do that... .”’. 
No good reason, just don’t want to give you 
what you want, that’s all. Hmm. . . .| guess 
| got carried away there; how did | get up 
on this soapbox, anyway? (Editor: well, 
now that you realize where you are, would 
you please get down off the darn thing). 

| have had chambering reamers for both 
the standard Bee, and the Mashburn Bee 
since about 1952 or so. The chambering 
reamers are by the late Red Elliott, and no 
more than that need be said about their 
quality. The reamers have paid for them- 
selves many times over; even in the year 
1985 | get a call for some four or five 
chambers a year in this configurations. 

The .218 Bee, in factory form, was in- 
troduced by Winchester in 1938, for their 
lever action model 65. Far from a mind--

blowing development that set the riflemen 
of its day on their collective ear, the case 
was simply the .32-20 (or .25-20 repeater 

. not the .25-20 single shot) necked 
down to .224 caliber, as a sort of big brother 
to the .22 Hornet, which dated back to the 
1930 era. The .218 Bee never really was 
made in a top quality bolt rifle (unlike the 
lesser .22 Hornet which had its day in the 
sun when it was made available in the 
Winchester Model 70). The factory that 
gave it birth insisted on providing it in no 
more lofty a setting than the lever action 
model 65, or the comparatively spartan 
Model 43 bolt action . . . . neither of which 
have | recently heard anyone label ‘‘The 
riflemen’s rifle’. 

Some of the riflemen of the day, lacking 
the necessary dollars to purchase the more 
modern model 65 Winchester lever action, 
dragged their older Winchester Model 92s 
in here to be rebarreled to the 218 Bee. On 
such conversions the gunsmith should take 
out any wear in the locking bars. Our shop 
also reduces the firing pin size on this job. 

Either the .218 Bee or the Mashburn Bee 
can be set up rather cheaply using an old 
(but good condition) Hornet or factory .222 
barrel. The resulting rifle makes a nice 
wandering rifle to carry around .... ac- 
ceptably accurate, and when you do fire a 
shot the sheriff in the next county does not 
get on the phone and ask the governor to 
call out the National Guard. Either of the 
Bee chamberings is far to be preferred to 
the same rifle in .25-20, .256 Winchester or 
.32-20. Note that | have all these cham- 
bering reamers, so it is not a case of my 
throwing brickbats at something | do not 
have; if you want to get complicated about 
it | also have the reamers for the 22-256 
Win. 

With the .218 Bee in existance in factory 
form, naturally the wildcatters of the day 
descended on it... . determined to make 
changes, and hopefully improvements. Let 
the record show that they really did improve 
the stodgy old factory .218 Bee. Actually, 
before the factory brought out the .218 Bee, 
the .22 Baby Niedner was in existance, from 
the prolific and talented shop of A. O. 
Niedner. This case also was made by 
necking down the .32-20 to .224 caliber, but 
with a bit longer body and a sharper 
shoulder than the factory Bee. In fact the 
factory round that was eventually finalized 
was an un-improved version of the .22 Baby 
Niedner .... which of course is the 
standard wildcatting method in reverse. 

Well, a number of the lads of the day 
couldn’t leave things be, as made by the 
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factory. There promptly followed improved 
Bees .... the Vernor Gipson (Worth, Illi- 
nois) version, the P. O. Ackley (Salt Lake 
City, Utah) version, the Art Mashburn 
(Oklahoma City, Oklahoma) version, the 
Lyman McCrea (Vallejo, California) Bum- 
blebee, the Harris Brader (Vancouver, 
Washington) versions, the .218 ICL Bobcat 
of Vern Juenke, (Reno, Nevada), and a 
probable score of others whose names 
escape me at the moment. Most were 
characterized by straighter and longer 
bodies, sharper shoulders, and shorter 
necks. 

When dealing with the (relatively) heavier 
bullets in .224 caliber (with due regard to the 
smaller cast), the preferred powder prob- 
ably was 4198. The various loading 
manuals suggest loads between 12.0 and 
15.0 grains (maximum) for the factory .218 
Bee, and indicate velocities of 2600-2650 
fps with the 50 grain bullet. Another often 
quoted powder from the manuals in 4227. 

The Mashburn improvement really does 
turn up a marked increase in performance. 
A case full of 4198 puts out velocities in 
excess of 3000 fps. Several writers of the 
day commented on the facts that the 
Mashburn Bee was taking just about the 
same powder charges, and giving them just 
the same velocities as the R2 Lovell.... 
another rimmed wildcat varmint cartridge of 
the 30’s and 40’s .... This one based on 
the .25-20 single shot case. You will recall 
that the primary difference between them is 
that the .25-20 single shot is long and 
slender, while the .25-20 repeater is 
(relatively) short and stubby. Both the 
Mashburn Bee and the R-2 Lovell were able 
to propel their 50 grain bullets over 3000 
fps, which puts them in the same league as 
the .222 Remington, although the latter is 
of course, rimless ... . and usually set up 
in a bolt action. Please realize | am rec- 
ommending no loads for either cartridge; | 
am merely quoting manuals and publica- 
tions of their day. 

Both the Bee and the Mashburn Bee, 
when called for today, are usually set up in 
a single shot action. | have cut many 
chambers in both persuasions for the .310 
Martini actions. Usually when a customer

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drags in such an action, | recommend the 
.222 Remington. Sometimes the $25.00 
charge that this shop makes for a rimless 
cartridge extractor revision will rule that 
idea out; other times it is simply a matter of 
the customer being a purist, a traditionalist, 
and wanting a rimmed cartridge in a single 
shot action. Of the two, my personal 
preference is the Mashburn Bee; there is 
less head pressure on the bolt face. . . . the 
straighter case body tends to grip a well-set 
up rifle’s chamber walls better than a case 
with more body taper. This presumes that 
you are not trying cases with a lot of oil or 
grease on the body. 

One sees these two, particularly the 
Mashburn Bee, in some fine single shots 

. ranging from Sharps-Borchardts to 
English Farquarsons. Most model 92 
Winchester lever actions that come through 
our doors seem to be made of a steel with 
the same hardness as 1018 Starrett 
Ground stock, so resistance to deformation 
is low, and hot loads and proof loads are 
not advised. If one will wisely accept the 
limitations of the little model 92, one will find 
himself with a rifle that is a joy to own, and 
which will someday be a joy to pass along 
to his grandson. 

Fireforming is far from a chore. One 
simply fires a factory round in the Mashburn 
chamber, and that (hopefully) is that. One 
will occasionally find some factory brass 
that is cantankerous. When this happens, 
try a competitor maker of .218 brass. 
Usually the change of maker brings one 
back to simply having to fire a factory round 
to get a nicely filled-out Mashburn Bee. 

When a shooter comes in here, and 
wants a rifle set up for a cartridge such as 
the Mashburn Bee or the .222 Remington 
.... there’s a pretty good chance that I’m 
dealing with a shooter with a brain in his 


head .... and a shooter who likely will 
indeed shoot the rifle .... and who will 
probably .... when he does shoot it.... 


hit what he aims at. They are both car- 
tridges for the intelligent shooter. And it’s 
so much easier, and so much more grat- 
ifying, to deal with intelligent shooters. And 
they are in such short supply ....

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| am not going to pretend, in this article, 
to believe that I’ve discovered anything. All 
that | have done is to find an area that is 
very interesting to a rifle accuracy exper- 
imenter .... one that shows promise of 
developing some improvements .... and 
(unfortunately) one that seems to call for a 
lot more research. 

| have been using the methods and 
suggestions in the Lyman and NRA books 
on bullet casting quite successfully, to- 
gether with my experiments in the area of 
developing a technique for tempering, or 
drawing back the maximum hardness to a 
more desirable level for plain base bullets. 

Then, a few nights ago, an intriguing 
thought caught me in the middle of the 
night, and ruined a good night’s sleep. | 
wonder if there is enough antimony in 
factory jacketed bullets to react to heat 
treating and not goof up the jackets? Also, 
what BHN were the cores of the various 
match and hunting jacketed bullets before 
and after a hardening? 

Many jacketed match bullets seem to be 
distorting on firing, and many hunting 
bullets mushroom too soon on game. The 
results of my last few days work were 
exciting .... and again will lead to much 
range and sawdust research. 

The method is incredibly simple. One 
simply places the jacketed bullets in a tray 
in the oven at 450° for two hours, and then 
quench in water. Wait 24 hours and 
measure the hardness ... . or just plain go 
ahead and use them once you have proven 
the method works to your satisfaction. | add 
the important comment that careful spin-

ning of the bullets shows no change in 
runout readings before and after this 
treatment. 

The Brinnell hardness changes in most 
instances was startling. Starting with the 
Sierra 30 caliber, 168 grain match bullet, the 
before reading was 7.7 BHN, and after- 
wards it went up to 31.6 BHN; the Sierra 
6 MM 85 grain HP did the same — 7.7 to 
31.6; and the Sierra 30 caliber 180 grain flat 
base spitzer again did exactly the same, 7.7 
to 31.6. 

An interesting one: Sierra’s .375 bullet in 
300 grain BT configuration went from 8.3 
BHN to 14.6 BHN. One bullet that | gave 
up on in Africa was the Nosler .375 300 
grain partition bullet, because it regularly 
expanded too soon; the before reading was 
5.6 BHN (very soft); it responded very nicely 
to heat treating and went to 17.7 BHN, now 
a desirable reading. 

One double disappointment was the 
Winchester Silvertip .375 caliber 300 grain 
bullet. Before heat treating the reading was 
4.8 BHN, pure lead, and after heat treating 
it stayed right there at 4.8, uselessly soft for 
a magnum load on dangerous game .... 
just about right for a target loading in an old 
38/55 black powder gun. 

Playing with old and new Gl .30 caliber 
bullets was also productive. They all came 
up in hardness, but not as far as Sierra and 
Speer did. The old 172 grain 30 caliber BT 
was 11.2 BHN, and came up to 14.6. The 
M2 150 grain went from 5.6 to 12.2 and the 
BT 150 grain Gl went from 7.7 to 11.2. 

Some old Norma 180 grain BT match 
bullets with coated steel jackets had nearly

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pure lead 5.3 BHN readings, but came up 
to 12.2, which should hold their shape much 
better in firing. 

Food for thought and testing. We have all 
been making a big thing about jacket wall 
uniformity, which of course is very impor- 
tant if one desires very accurate bullets. But 
maybe we have been pursuing this end for 
the wrong reasons. Consider two bullets, 
both found to spin within .001 .. . . but one 
with .0005 wall variation, and the other one 
having .0015 walls. The question before the 
court is what makes the difference between 
the two in firing accuracy .... off center 
core and balance, or (the subject of this 
article) the soft core pushing out the thinner 
side of the jacket, creating a crooked 
banana shaped bullet on firing? Hardening 
the cores to resist the internal upset will 
maintain the shape upon firing, offset core 
or not. Question .... which affects ac- 
curacy the most .... a .0006 bent shape, 
or a .0015 offset core? | know from my lead 
cast bullet experience that fired shape was 
the most important of all, thus the heat 
treating to produce a uniform upset. This 
should, we hope, apply to jacketed bullets 
as well .... aS we have discovered a 
method of control. 

One very frustrating development that 
has taken place as this line of testing 
developed .... aS a shooter whose 
background has been big-bore shooting, 
and whose present interest has become 
plain base lead bullet shooting ... . | have 
long felt that minute of angle was downright 
good. But testing some of these theories 
makes even the half minute of angle no 
longer valid. Either the Merrill Martin gun 
cabinet is going to get a few bench rifles 
added in the very near future, or | am going 
to have to locate a shooting partner who is 
capable of proving this stuff.

Dear Dave, 

| am into my second year as a reader of 
Precision Shooting, and about my 45th year 
of shooting and tinkering with precision 
center fire rifles. My first — in 1941 — was 
a .22/.250 Varminter by Gebby, and soon 
after a .22 Lowell by a now forgotten 
gunsmith in Poultney, Vermont on a Winch. 
High Side. | have done (and do) some smith 
work for myself including barrels, actions, 
and complete guns. My bench-rest 
shooting is for fun, and definitely not in the 
class of today’s experts. 

| don’t know if you are interested in 
comments from such a non-expert, but Rick 
Hornbeck’s article on the cartridge length 
gauge prompted this — so here goes. 

Very early in those 45 years, | became 
intrigued with the effect of bullet relation to 
the rifling lands as regards accuracy. 
Having a good small lathe, | got a piece of 
7/32 drill rod, some 3/4 dural stock and 
made a gauge almost precisely the dupli- 
cate of the one described. After developing 
a consistent technique, which | shall 
comment on later, it served a purpose. 
However, | had no real way of judging the 
quantitative uniformity of the AB collar 
setting. Further, after setting the seating die 
for the ‘‘gauge’’ bullet, | found others of a

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group longer and shorter than that load. 
Determining the average and spread with 
the feeler gauge proved a time-consuming 
process. 

Having a high quality vernier caliper (I 
now use a high quality dial caliper as it is 
much faster), | soon altered the gauge to the 
form on the attached sketch. (Incidentally, 
| cannot even imagine a handloader serious 
enough to worry about bullet clearance who 
does not own a good dial caliper). 

Now, | could quickly and easily check my 
technique for uniformity, and also determine 
averages of a group of bullets, extreme 
spreads, comparison with lengths after 
loading die setting, easy setting of the 
loading dies to set the bullet at different 
distance from the lands — and the average 
result, etc. | now could easily obtain and 
analyze data! 

First for the technique and some com- 
ments on the use of the gauge: 

For method No. 1, only collar A need be 
made to a nice even dimension (just for 
convenience). It is installed on the rod, 
whose flat end is held tight against the 
cocked bolt face — then the collar is held 
tight against the barrel muzzle, and the set 
screw tightened very firmly! — any 
movement during subsequent use will ruin 
the measurements. 


Using gauge on 7mm Rem mag. Note tape to 
center rod in bore. 


Collar B is then installed on the rod — 
after which | wrap the rod at about 2 inch 
intervals with a single turn of scotch tape 
—- thus preventing contact between the 
steel rod and rifling. Also, if the bore is much 
over the rod diameter, | wrap masking tape 
near the gun muzzle to near bore diameter 
to center the rod. With the large flat muzzle 
(and collar surfaces) the angularity resulting 
from an off-center rod can make a 
measurable difference in apparent OAL. 

Using a cleaning rod guide, (again for 
ease), a bullet is inserted into the leade, and 
a length of dowel rod of suitable diameter 
is inserted to allow the bullet to be held 
against the rifling. As shown on the poor 
photo attached, | use a light rubber band 
from the rear of the dowel to a sight tower 
or other forward point — just to hold the 


bullet in place until | am prepared to make 
the actual measurement. 

The Collar B is moved to a position 
corresponding to an OAL alittle longer than 
the measurement, and the hand set screw 
is firmed just enough so that it will slide on 
the rod without too much force, but will 
remain where placed. 

The dowel rod is now held with a finger 
to keep a LIGHT, FIRM, and UNIFORM 
pressure on the bullet. The rod is then 
moved down the barrel with the collar B 
against the muzzle, until contact with the 
bullet nose is felt. This feel must be LIGHT 
and UNIFORM — bullet noses are fragile, 
and sharp contact or excess pressure can 
easily affect the reading by several thou- 
sandths. The rod is then backed off slightly, 
and the hand screw tightened firmly — 
being most careful not to move the position 
of the collar. 

The dimension over both collars is then 
taken, and the cartridge OAL with bullet on 
lands is that dimension less the width of 
collar A (in my illustration .6000 in.) 

IT IS VERY IMPORTANT TO PRAC- 
TICE AND PERFECT THIS TECHNIQUE! 
The collar B setting and measurement 
should be repeated several times on the 
same bullet — using the rod to displace the 
bullet from the land a small amount between 
each setting and reading. This should be 
done for several bullets — until you can 
repeat readings on any one bullet within 
.001” or less. This is not so easy. 

For method No. 2, the sum of the width 
of both collars should be a nice even 
dimension (for convenience). Both are 
placed on the rod, rod held against the 
cocked bolt while collar A presses both 
against the muzzle, and its set screw 
tightened hard. Measurements are made as 
for method 1, and the OAL is the meas- 
urement less the sum of the collar widths. 
This method has the advantage that the 
tape rings do not have to be removed to 
reset the collar A for a different gun. 
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important. Of more significance is the Delta 
— difference between measurement and 
actual seated length — really the extreme 
spread of this difference — since this is an 
indication of the variation of the bullet 
position with respect to the lands. The 
figures for these several samples show 
results varying from .002” to one series at 
.006”. Most are in the .002 - .004” range. 
Realistically, a good part of this could be 
attributed to the uniformity and accuracy of 
the several techniques and measurements 
involved — so | consider the measurement 
process a success. Probably anyone 
wanting a very precise on land condition 
should use an over-long OAL, and a just 
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push fit of bullet in case neck. 

It should be noted, and obvious, that the 
part of the ogive which touches the land, 
and that which contacts the seating die are 
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on the bullet to be used and find if it contacts 
at a proper location. 
The above is particularly true since 
different bullets, and even lots, have ma-

terially different ogive shapes. For example, 
Sierra bullets can be seated ‘‘on lands’’ for 
my Shilen .22/.250, but the 52 gr. GTB 
cannot! It’s much slimmer ogive would have 
it out of the case if it was “‘on lands’’! Also, 
one lot of Sierra 150 gr. HPBT Matchking 
bullets required OAL .025” longer for ‘‘on 
lands’’ seating than lot | am now using. 

One last little observation on modes in 
bullet placement. | bought a .221 fireball 
Rem XP 100 pistol. In using the meas- 
urement technique preparatory to loading, 
| found that NO bullet could be seated on 
lands nor anywhere near, and still be within 
case neck! With average Sierra bullet 
seated to .120” depth, the bullet was about 
.180” from lands! | wrote to Rem. com- 
plaining, and they took my pistol back and 
sent me anew one — SAME THROATING! 
| have since checked another gun with 
similar results. Yet, | have shot more than 
one 100 yd. group under 1.00” with this 
factory gun, and | am no great shakes at 
precison shooting. 

Well, guess | have rambled enough — 
hope if you read this — that you weren’t too 
bored.

Sorry that you haven't heard from me in 
a while. (Editor: It HAS been a while; in fact, 
I’ve forgotten who you are. Let me think 
.... | seem to feel that you are either a 
dentist from New Jersey, a gunsmith from 
Pleasantville, New York, or the Northwest 
Region Director. How close was |?). 

I’ve just returned from the Cactus shoot, 
where | shot my 22 on the 30-30 case for 
the first time in the heavy varmint class. 
Sure wish you could have been there, Dave 
.... instead of me. | didn’t have time to 
shoot the gun at all before | left, so | had 
to plan on doing my fireforming and load 
research after | got there on Friday. Just in 
case you think that everything your Texas 
buddy does is something you should copy, 
forget | told you that trick .. . . it's no way 
to win a match. 

The rifle used a Stolle Panda action, a 
McMillan graphite stock, and the action 
was bedded on one inch diameter oilfield 
fiberglass sucker rods. We have a facility 
down here that manufactures these rods, 
and | do believe that | like the material better 
than any other that | have used. Jerry Hart 
made me a .224 caliber barrel with a 1 in 
16 twist, which | left 26 inches long. Jerry 
told me that he was unable to tell any 
difference in his testing between 14 and 15 
twists, so | went on to 16. Having shot a 
.219 Donaldson Wasp some years ago with 
Ball C-1 powder with good results, | chose 
that powder as a good place to start 
muddling.

Dear Dave, 

In my article ‘“‘Benchrest Optics’, page 
twenty, March issue, a sentence was sort 
of mangled (Editor: What! In MY 
magazine!!) and hopefully we can 
straighten it out so it makes more sense. 
Last column, second paragraph from the 
bottom, the one that starts off... . “At the 
time of this writing ....’”, let’s tackle the 
sentence that starts off ‘‘When using the 
short sunshade ....”. 

When using the short sunshade that 
comes with the Leupold scopes, a quick 
check to be sure that the threaded flange 
that screws into the objective bell is 
SHORTER THAN THE DISTANCE FROM 
THE END OF THE OBJECTIVE BELL TO 
THE LOCKRING THAT HOLDS THE 
OBJECTIVE LENS CELL IN PLACE is in 
order on a new scope. IF IT IS LONGER, 
HAVE SOMEONE WITH A LATHE TURN 
OFF THE OFFENDING PORTION! 
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After fireforming the cases, | set my 
Culver powder measure to 51.5 clicks of 
BLC-1 with 51 grain bullets made in my 
Rorschach dies, with Remington 9¥2 
primers. | loaded up five of them .... the 
first four went into one hole, and the fifth 
shot cut the top, to make a .200 group. | 
figured this was good enough for a country 
boy, so everything was put up, and Harold 
went wandering off to see old friends, and 
discuss the latest benchrest theories with 
my frinds. Hindsight says | should have kept 
testing. 

On the following day, the first record 
group was a big .500, followed by a big 
.600, a big .400, and then back to a big .500 
for the fourth group. But was | becoming 
agitated, or losing my cool? Son, that ain’t 
the half of it! There sure as heck was 
something wrong, but the only thing that | 
could pinpoint was the observation that the 
more shots you fired in a group, the worse 
the accuracy got. 

The more the fouling built up, the more 
the shots were thrown out of the group. So, 
on the fifth match, no sighters, right to the 
record target. It came in a ‘‘big two’, not 
a world-beater, but certainly better than the 
previous four groups. 

The next day, when we started at the 200 
yard stage, it was apparent that the bullets 
were tipping .... so | presume that the 
RPM’s were dropping as the fouling built 
up, and hence the bullets were becoming 
unstable. 

I'm going to run the reamer back into the 
barrel, and deepen the chamber, until | 
come up with a case capacity that will 
stabilize the 51 grain bullets in the 16 twist. 
| want a velocity of around 3700 fps with 
the bullet-stable, indeed just stable at 200 
yards. 

| think that this might well be one of the 
reasons that the .22 PPC has done no 
better than it has. The 14 twist is over- 
stabilizing the bullets at the higher velocity. 
It’s going to take a lot of velocity to stabilize

NOTE ON TARGET-GROUP STATISTICS 


This note addresses three subjects: (1) 
human error, (2) relative sizes of 3-, 5-, 10-, 
and 20-shot groups, and (3) statistical 
uncertainty (chance to be wrong) in se- 
lecting the better of two lots of ammunition, 
etc., by comparing group sizes. On the last 
topic, the approach recently presented in 
the American Rifleman magazine sub- 
stantially agrees with ours, as will be seen. 

Human Error 

Inaccuracy must be the result of shooter 
error somehow superimposed upon rifle- 
ammunition scatter. We have proposed 
that the average group size for a 
shooter-rifle-ammunition system is the root 
of the sum of the squares of shooter group 
size (fired with a theoretically perfect rifle 
and perfect ammunition) and machine- 
rested-rifle-ammunition group _— size 
(Precision Shooting, August 1984, page 
15). This relation assumes that the 
shooter-caused scatter of shots on the 
target is qualitatively the same (has the 
same shape frequency curve) as was found 
for a rifle-ammunition system in a 1000-shot 
test (Precision Shooting, May 1984, pages 
8-12). 

To check this assumption with an ex- 
ample of pure human error, one hundred 
5-shot groups were created by throwing 
darts at a range of 3 yards. The frequency 
curve for deviation of shots from the center 
(a histogram of numbers of shots in class 
intervals of distance) fitted the usual circular 
normal distribution or approximation the- 
reof. Using a simplistic treatment which is 
not strictly correct but gives good estimates 
(Rifle magazine, Nov.-Dec. 1982, pages

34-37), the S.D. (standard deviation) for 
distance of shots from the center was 3.72 
inch, from which a mean (average) 5-shot 
group size of 8.11 inch was predicted. The 
actual mean was 7.89 inch, so the theory 
erred by only +3%. Incidentally, this mean 
group size was an appalling 251 MOA (one 
MOA = minute of angle = 1.0476 inch at 
100 yards), suggesting little talent on the 
part of the dart-thrower. 

The shape of the frequency curve for 
5-shot groups of darts closely resembled 
that for bullet-like pellets in the 1000-shot 
test (reference cited). That the group size 
was about as variable in one case as the 
other was shown by similar values of S.D. 
for the frequency curves: S.D. = 28% of the 
mean for the darts and 31% of the mean for 
the pellets. Note that the S.D. conceptis not 
strictly applicable in this case, since the 
frequency curves are skewed (tailed on the 
high side) rather than being symmetrically 
Gaussian, but the S.D. values still give a 
useful measure of variability. 

The conclusion is that human error, at 
least in dart-throwing, scatters shots in the 
same manner as does a machine-rested 
firearm. 

Relative Sizes of 
Target Groups 

Accuracy data sometimes are given in 
terms of 3- or 10-shot groups instead of 
5-shot groups, so translation of group sizes 
may be desired. This can be done by ratios, 
as in Table 1, with the understanding that 
these ratios pertain to averages of large 
numbers of groups. 

As seen in Table 1, the ratios given in the

American Rifleman (April 1981, pages 67 
and 68) indicate less variation in group size 
vs. number of shots per group than we 
reported in Precision Shooting (August 
1984, page 14). A possible explanation for 
this discrepancy is that the American Ri- 
fleman estimates are based on theory 
(circular normal distribution) whereas our 
values are experimental (found in the 
1000-shot test) and don’t quite fit the 
theory. 

The circular normal distribution is rep- 
resented by a bell, whose axial cross 
section is the familiar Gaussian curve, 
resting on the target; the density of shots 
in any area of the target is proportional to 
the volume of the bell above that area. In 
terms of this image, the 1000-shot test 
defined a bell with a more flared-out rim than 
the Gaussian shape. That is, larger 
deviations (so-called ‘‘fliers’’) were more 
numerous than predicted by the circular 
normal distribution. In fact, the normal 
(Gaussian) curve is not a law of nature but 
is used by statisticians for convenience 
because it has a simple mathematical 
equation and fits many data sets. That a , 
real distribution may differ somewhat from 
Gaussian is not unexpected. 

Uncertainty in Conclusions 
Based on Group Size 

Shooters must choose between varieties 
of ammunition, etc., on the basis of group 
sizes. But the question arises: if A gives a 
smaller group (or average of groups) than 
B — that is, the ratio B/A is greater than 
one — which is the probability (confidence 
level) that this result is not a fluke? In other 
words, how sure are we that a very large 
number of groups would average out to 
prove that A really is better (gives smaller 
groups) than B? 

We answered this question by means of 
a convenient table in Precision Shooting, 
August 1984, page 16, and subsequently a

computer program for the same purpose 
was described in the American Rifleman, 
October 1984, pages 38 and 67-69. The 
program calculates averages, their ratio, 
and the probability that the smaller of the 
two averages really is smaller. This pro- 
gram deals only with averages of two or 
more groups, not with single groups, so the 
chances of being right for single groups in 
Table 2 are for averages of two groups and 
are prefaced by a ‘‘less-than’’ sign (<). 
Accordingly, the corresponding chances to 
be wrong have a ‘‘greater-than’’ sign (>). 
Probabilities for averages of several groups 
are given in Table 3. 

For single groups (Table 2), the computer 
program tends to advise even more caution 
than does our table. Indeed, we feel that 
decisions never should be made by com- 
paring single groups; averages of five or 
even ten 5-shot groups should be used. 

For averages of five or ten groups (Table 
3), agreement between the computer 
program and the table is good. Therefore, 
the shooter doesn’t need a computer;

having calculated the B/A ratio, he can 
estimate the chance of being right — and 
of being wrong — by a glance at the table. 
An exact value of probability is, of course, 


unnecessary. Exact values are not well- 
founded anyway, because a nonrandom 
error, such as a rare flinch by the shooter, 
can throw off the ratio. The calculated

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probabilities provide only a rough guideline. 

The experimenter can take a pocket 
calculator and a copy of Table 3 to the range 
for making on-the-spot judgments. Or he 
might simply remember the ratio corre- 
sponding to the probability he wants, e.g., . 
B/A = 1.5 for a 98% chance that A is really 
better than B when strings of five 5-shot 
groups are compared. 

It must be remembered that errors are 
cumulative in a series of decisions. For 
example, suppose that a varmint-hunter 
wishes to select the better of two bullet 
designs, then two seating depths (barely 
touching the lands vs. forced into them), 
and finally two velocities (powder loadings). 
First he shoots groups with bullet A vs. 
bullet B to get 80% confidence that bullet 
A is better. Next, using bullet A, he shoots 
groups to get 80% confidence that the 
bullet should be forced into the lands. Finally 
he uses bullet A, forced into the lands, and 
shoots groups to get 80% confidence that 
powder loading A is better than loading B. 

At the end of these tests the shooter’s net 
confidence of having accomplished what he 
set out to do, leaving aside questions of 
methodology and interaction of variables, is 
(0.80) = 0.51, or 51%. Pure chance would 
be (0.50)3 = 0.125, or 12.5% (1 out of 8). 
The result would have been much better 
with 98% confidence in each step: (0.98)3 
= 0.94, or 94%. 

Of course, the combination found with 
51% confidence might happen to be, if not 
the best, the second or third best. Or in any 
event it might be good enough for bagging 
varmints. An experimenter must decide 
where to compromise between confidence 
level and the time and expense of shooting 
more and more groups. However, no one 
should live in the dream world of feeling 
more confident than target-group statistics 
allows.

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The Evolution of Benchrest Equipment 


Our last article on this subject, was in the 
June 1984 issue, and reviewed the winning 
equipment at Dubois and also at Johnstown 
in the year 1950. 

Actions were Mauser 98s, Winchester 
70s, with a few Enfields and FN types 
scattered here and there. The dominant 
cartridge, by far, was the .219 Donaldson, 
with a few .22-250s or wildcatted Swifts 
being seen. The dominant barrel was the 
Gregoire, with lesser numbers coming from 
Douglas, Pfeiffer, and Buhmiller. Bullets 
were hand made, or Sierras. Taylor and 
Robbins were the leading gunsmiths. 

And just as the curtain was coming down 
on the 1950 shooting season, Mike Walker 
showed up at Johnstown in September, 
with a new cartridge... . the .222....and 
a new barrel, made by a new process... . 
which was to evolve into the Hart barrel. 

Coming forward over the decade of 
1950-1960, the 1955 Nationals, at 
Johnstown, New York appear to be a 
second good point at which to stop and 
compare notes. 

The preceding year of 1954 had seen the 
first shoulder-to-shoulder Nationals, held at 
Custer, South Dakota, with the late Ed 
McNally winning the grand agg and Na- 
tional Champion title. 

The reader should keep in mind that the 
only guns fired were heavy bench-unlimited 
class rifles, shot from sandbag rests. The 
“return to battery’’ rifle had not yet ap- 
peared on the scene, nor had it given rise 
to the inter-family brawl that would

accompany its appearance. Neither were 
there any varmint rifle classes. In the year 
of 1955, there was just beginning to surface 
the first halting discussion of the possi- 
bilities of holding matches for varmint rifles. 
In an exchange of letters on the subject, 
Townsend, Whelan, then the NBRSA 
Editor, remarked that while he certainly felt 
that the idea had some appeal to it, it 
probably should remain a ‘‘at local club’s 
discretion’”’ match for the present, without 
NBRSA sanction. The Colonel then went on 
with the personal belief that since these 
were varmint rifles, there should be no 
sighters allowed. . . . the competitor should 
be required to put his first shot from a clean, 
cold bore into the group with the following 
shots. 

There were 163 shooters on hand for the 
1955 Johnstown match, which number 
would have been competitive with any of 
the “‘big matches”’ in 1984... . almost 30 
years later. 

The National Match course then fired 
was: 


five — 5 shot matches at 100 yards 
on Thursday 

five — 10 shot matches at 100 
yards on Friday 

five — 10 shot matches at 200 
yards on Saturday 

five — 5 shot matches at 200 yards 
on Sunday 


It was the two ten shot stages, on Friday 
and Saturday that made up the Cham- 
pionship aggregate, from which the winning 
grand aggregate was computed. 

There were 98 shooters who completed 
the aggregate for five 5 shot matches on 
Thursday at 100 yards. Of these 98, 52 had 
aggregates under a half minute of angle.

Leon Weld, of Rochester, New York won 
the day’s aggregate with a .3032 figure, 
followed by: 2.) Robert Stinehour .3050, 3.) 
Sam Clark .3318, 4.) Brunon Boroszewski 
.3416, 5.) Robert Hart .3432. Small group, 
Sam Clark .170. 

The following day, there were 148 
shooters who completed the five 10 shot 
matches for the 100 yard stage of the 
Championship Course. Of these 148 
shooters, 28 averaged under a half minute 
of angle (just under 20%), while 81 shooters 
(55%) were between .500 and .750 minutes 
of angle. Ralph Pride of Portland, Oregon 
won the day’s aggregate, with a possible 
record .3438 figure, followed by: 2.) Sam 
Clark, Jr. 3584, 3.) Robert Stinehour .3786, 
4.) Pete Ckagares .3860, 5.) Olive Walker 
.4166. Small group, Clyde Hart .220. 

On Saturday, with five 10 shot matches 
at 200 yards making up the second and final 
stage of the Championship aggregate, 
there were 146 shooters who completed 
the five 10 shot matches. Two shooters had - 
aggregates under a half minute angle, while 
30 shooters were between .500 and .750 
minute of angle. Sam Clark, Jr., of Wa- 
terville, Maine got to the finish line first, with 
a .4612 minute of angle aggregate, and 
Warren Page was the other shooter who 
made it under the half-minute of angle 
barrier, with a .4964 figure. Balance of top 
five: 3.) Paul Hart .5559, 4.) Irv Mohnkern 
.5809, 5.) Mike Walker .5975. Small group, 
Ferris Pindell .590. 

On Sunday, with five 5 shot matches at 
200 yards, there were 107 shooters who 
completed the day’s aggregate. Of these, 
10 had aggregates under a half-minute of 
angle, and 73 had aggregates between 
.500 and .750. The winner was Don 
Robbins (of Taylor and Robbins fame) with

a .3883 aggregate. Don was pursued by: 2.) 
Omar Rinehart .3945, 3.) H. Hayman .4227, 
4.) Bob Stinehour .4505, 5.) Paul Hart 
.4616. Small group was indeed a nice one; 
Pete Chagares had a .250 group in the 
warmup match, and other than that, no- 
body could get below .410 all day. 

In a later issue, the editor of the time, Phil 
Teachout, remarked that it appeared to him 
that a half minute of angle certainly seemed 
to be an attainable goal at 100 yards (for 
10 shot groups) but certainly not for 200 
yards (again, ten shot groups) .. . . where 
only two shooters broke the half-century 
mark. This caused the Editor to observe 
that we were developing half minute of 
angle equipment faster than we were de- 
veloping half minute of angle shooters. 

Before wandering over to a look at the 
equipment, what the heck, let’s indulge 
ourselves .... by listing the top twenty in 
the Championship Grand Aggregate:

On Sunday, the statistical crew were 
busy computing the Championship Grand 
Aggregate. In addition to the five shot 
matches that day, the TRUE Magazine 
trophy was contested. The rules of the 
match were simple enough . . . . 10 shots 
at 200 yards, with rifle and scope not 
weighing over twelve pounds. The trophy 
went to Chat Benjamin, of Eldred, Pa., for 
a group of 1.382 inch.’ 

Sam Clark’s winning equipment: A 
Douglas ‘‘Ultrarifled’’ barrel, fitted to a 
Remington 722 action, and chambered for 
the .222 Remington cartridge by Douglas. 
The barrel had a U.B.C. (Universal Bedding 
Clamp) near the muzzle as a dampener, 
otherwise conventional bedding with barrel 
free floating. Remington case, with Re- 
mington primers were used, with 21.0 
grains of 4198 powder, 52 grain bullets 
made in B&A dies by Clark, with Sierra 
jackets and seated to just touch the rifling. 
The scope was a 30x Lyman with a Lee dot. 
The forend rest was his ordinary tripod, but 


.set in a sand box as advised by H.A. 


Donaldson. The butt stock rested on a sand 
bag on an iron plate, and the Clark right 
elbow rested on a brick. Sam stated that

The match equipment, in general saw the 
.222 Remington finally got a nose in front 
of the .219 Donaldson in entries for the first 
time at a major match. Hart barrels were 
now Clearly dominant, although the grand 
agg winner (Clark) elected to buck the 
trend, and shoot a Douglas barrel. The rise 
of the Remington action followed the 
success of the .222 cartridge. Custom 
actions began to appear, and sweated-on 
sleeves or hoods likewise appeared. The 
home-made bullet, particularly in B&A dies, 
was dominant, and Lyman and Unerthl had 
a strangle hold on the scope scene. 
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As promised last month, this month’s 
message will center around the role of 
referees. In fact, it will not only deal with the 
role, but some information will be provided 
on identifying and handling crossfires. 

The role of a referee is one that is not to 
be taken lightly. Nor is it one to be assigned 
to an individual because they are a good 
shooter or have been a benchrest shooter 
for a long time. The role needs to be filled 
by individuals that have a good working 
knowledge of the rule book and have 
proven that they approach decisions based 
on facts, logic and fairness. 

Since our rules require three referees, it 
is often helpful to assign two experienced 
individuals and one inexperienced indivi- 
dual. The inexperienced individual can then 
be trained by the other two individuals. 

Perhaps it is worth while to diverge for a 
moment to expound on fairness. It does not 
mean compromising decisions or rules to 
make a competitor feel better. It does not 
mean letting things like how far a competitor 
traveled impact on the decision that is 
made. 

| have an example, that | will use to 
illustrate how sometimes feelings get in the 
way of fair handling of a decision. | was at 
a local hunter match that was progressing 
very well when one of the competitors (a 
very good competitor and friend) closed his 
bolt and his gun went off. The bullet struck 
the target outside of the scoring rings. The 
individual was dumbstruck. The competitor 
on the bench next to him told him to fire 
another shot at that target. He did so and 
got either a 10x or a 10. At the completion 
of the match, the individual separated what 
happened to the range officer. He then got 
the referees involved. The referees decided 
that it was not fair to count the shot outside 
of the scoring rings since the shot was fired 
accidentally. 

Well, subsequently | was requested to be 
involved with the decision. The referees 
decision was talked over, the rulebook was 
consulted and the shot outside the scoring 
rings was counted as the official shot with 
the 10 being disallowed. The competitor 
was upset, others were upset and one of 
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the referees screamed unfair. It was not a 
decision that made me feel good. The in- 
dividual was a good friend and the firing was 
accidental. However, the shot was fired 
from his gun and it struck the target. How 
about the next competitor that fired a nine 
and hollers ‘‘Accidental fire’? Would we 
allow that? Each of those decisions have to 
be weighed and made based on what it 
holds for setting a precedent. 

Yes, at times a referee has to be hard 
nosed, not obstinate, just truly fair. The 
referees hold the essence of our com- 
petition in their hands and decisions need 
to be taken seriously. 

Of all of the areas that need the in- 
volvement of referees, there are two that 
are not well understood by many compe- 
titors. These two are crossfires and re- 
viewing moving backers for sufficient shots. 
This month, we will deal with crossfires and 
next month the topic will be moving 
backers. 

The stationary backer system is relatively 
simple and the determination of crossfires 
is based on trigonometry. Stationary 
backers are placed at least three feet 
behind the targets at 100 yards/meters, six 
feet behind the targets at 200 yards/meters 
and nine feet behind the targets at 300 
yards. It usually consists of a second target 
frame constructed of homosote, fiber board 
or some other firm material. A covering of 
Kraft paper is often used to be the actual 
backer to accept the shots. 

As the competitor fires a group at the 
record target, the shots travel through the 
target, the moving backer and the 
stationary backer. A group forms on the 
stationary backer that is similar in size and 
shape to the one on the record target. The 
target crew inspects the targets and 
backers prior to removing them from the 
frames. A shot that was not fired by the 
competitor on the proper bench will show 
as a stray or wide shot on the stationary 
when compared to the record target. The 
target crew will, in most cases, remove the 
stationary backer after labeling it for top, 
bench number and relay number and return 
it to the range statistician for crossfire 
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determination and scoring. In most cases 
the statistician will determine the origin of 
the crossfire, score the targets and assess 
appropriate penalties. The referees will then 
be asked to review the decision and sign the 
target. One or more of the referees will then 
take both targets and personally review 
them with the effected competitors. The 
last step is very important. There is nothing 
more demoralizing than to find your target 
hanging on the wailing wall etched with the 
words ‘‘crossfire quarter minute penalty’’. 

Let’s review an example to clarify how 
crossfires should be handled. We are 
shooting on a range that has benches 
numbered from left to right. The benches 
and targets are both on six foot centers and 
the stationary backer is 3 feet behind the 
target at 100 yards. 

At the end of the relay the competitors on 
bench 16 reports that he believes he has 
been crossfired on. The competitors on 
benches both 18 and 19 both report to the 
range officer that they may have crossfired. 
Both individuals also report they may have 
fired six shots. The target crew inspects the 
targets and backers. The group on the 
stationary backer for bench 16 does not 
look similar to the group on the record 
target for bench 16 and the moving backer 
contains six shots. All other moving backers 
contain five shots, the target crew would 
then label the stationary backer to indicate 
the top. They would mark the bench 
number, relay number and competitor 
number on the stationary and moving 
backers for bench 16. The backers and 
target would be delivered to the statistician. 
The statistician would then lay the record 
target 16 over the stationary backer, 
carefully alining the group. The shot below 
the group would not line up over a hole in 
the backer. A pen or pencil would then be 
used to mark the center of the crossfired 
hole onto the backer. The distance from the 
mark to the center of the actual hole on the 
backer would be measured. It is found to 
be 1.4 inches to the left of the mark, since 
it is to the left of the mark, the shot was fired 
from a bench to the right of bench 16. The

Only 
two shooters managed to make it “‘into the 
twos’, and Charlie Fountaines match 
bulletin, which says it was a nice day should 
be taken at face value; the Editor burned his 
copy which is a practice | heartily recom- 
mend to disgruntled competitors every- 
where. It is certainly preferable to burning 
down the clubhouse. 

Well, to get to the heart of the matter, 
Dick Maretzo won it. Quite surprising, in 
view of the fact that the Editor is certainly 
a better shot .... as witness the 1984 
Donaldson Old Timer match results. The 
fact that the Editor was 17th in this par- 
ticular match was not regarded as sta- 
tistically significant.

Dick Maretzo, 
the surprising winner fired a 6 PPC, Shilen 
DGA action, Hart barrel, 29.5 grains of 
Norma 201 with Euber 68 grain bullets, in 
a rifle smithed and stocked by the Great 
Gunsmith (see page #2 for key to code). 

In the hunter class, Joe Golba had been 
making almost a habit of winning. For the 
record, that particular habit ended 2/17/85, 
as both Greg Rennie and Fran Vahle 
decided that they had enough of this 
nonsense. Hunter class, nine competitors, 
top five: 1.)

The fifth match of the Dunham’s Bay

Since we 
measured our offending shot as a 1.4 in 
dispersion, the shot originated down the 
firing line 2 benches. The offending shooter 
is the one on bench 18. The crossfired shot 
on target 16 is then circled & indicated as 
a crossfire and the group size is measured 
EXCLUDING this shot, target 16 is then 
centered over target 18 and the center of 
the crossfired shot is marked on target 18. 
The group size from target 18 is measured 
including the marked crossfire. A quarter 
minute of angle is then added to the 
measurement as a crossfire penalty. 
| hope that the above has been helpful. 
It can be confusing and a demonstration 
would probably provide more data. An 
actual demonstration will be conducted 
during referee training.

Some energetic soul, casting about for a 
suitable thesis subject for his doctorate, 
could well research the history of a couple 
dozen individuals . . . . shooting up a storm 
in the benchrest world. . . . whereupon they 
were elevated to the lofty position of Di- 
rector .... and from that point on .... if 
they made the ‘‘top 10” at the local match 
at Crabtree Junction (with 11 entries) .... 
they were happy for weeks. 

Yes, dear reader, election to an officer 
position, or a director position has been the 
kiss of death to a few shooting hot streaks 
that were just getting into high gear at the 
time of the successful election.

The toilet in the mens 
room is stopped up. | think some of the front 
rests here are illegal. The rangemaster did 
not start shooting Saturday morning at the 
advertised time. The target crew is taking 
too long. | sent my registration in by mail a 
month ago, but they can’t find it. | don’t think 
their range scales are accurate here. Why 
did you award the sporter regionals to that 
idiot with the crummy benches two states 
away? 

Got the idea? A couple dozen of these 
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searching questions .... including when 
the fellow is seated at his bench. . . .maybe 
even call his motel room at 2:00 AM to ask 
the penalty for a crossfire at 200 yards... . 
and the guy should be good for a DNQ on 
the morrow. 

On the other hand, now. . . . take Dennis 
Wagner. Some ninety other shooters at the 
1985 Cactus Classis, March 2nd and 3rd, 
at Phoenix, Arizona .... all would have 
added a Rodney Dangerfield ‘‘please’”’ to 
the phrase, ‘‘take Dennis Wagner ....”. 
Mr. Wagner, a recently elected NBRSA 
director, won the 100 yard light varmint 
stage, the 200 yard light varmint stage, the 
light varmint grand agg, the heavy varmint 
100 yard stage .... and at this point of 
things, grim-faced contestants were 
standing about in small groups, saying to 
each other ... .

President’s 
Message 


Dear Dave, 

| have read and re-read your editorial in 
the March issue of P.S., and some of the 
items you point out | have to take issue with. 
Having been an unrestricted class shooter 
only .... until 1972 .... 1 was going on 
memory on some of the problems of getting 
the varmint and sporter classes started 
during the 50’s and 60’s. The problem that 
came to my mind was the constant change 
in the rules. Not being positive about this, 
| reviewed the minutes from 1951 to the 
present time. | have enclosed a copy of any 
minutes that pertained to the varmint 
sporter rules. As you can see, for many 
years the rules were changed on a yearly 
basis. It was not until the directors decided 
to leave the rules alone that the varmint and 
sporter classes became the popular 
classes as we know them today. 

The idea of combining, or changing 
classes has been presented to our 
members at so many general membership 
meetings that at one point we were told not 
to bring it up again. At one time | thought 
that we should change or combine classes, 
but | no longer feel that way. What’s wrong 
with our present classes? You say that we 
shoot the same gun twice. Some shoot it 
three times, and still beat us. do we change 
all classes? 

If we stop and think about it, the four 
classes have a lot to offer. We take time off 
from work to attend the matches, and invest 
a sizeable amount of money to participate 
in the matches. With four classes we have 
the chance to win in four different classes. 
If we have a bad day, it does not mean that 
we wil] have a bad week. 

It is my belief (based on what competitors 
have told me) that the people come with the 
intent and desire to be competitive, and 
hopeful of winning, so why not give them as 
many chances to achieve this goal as 
possible? ; 

What’s wrong with shooting the same 
gun in more than one class? Don’t a lot of 
the other shooting sports use the same rifle 
or shotgun to shoot different yardages or 
courses? What about baseball? Do we 
change different types of bats and gloves 
after every inning? Do the golfers have to 
change clubs after every round? The tennis 
player the racquet and the balls? | think not. 
| believe that they come to compete against 
each other the same way we come to 
compete when we attend a match. 

Why do we need to develop the .257, the 
.238, or any other caliber? Is there any 
question in anyone’s mind that any of these 
calibers can be made to be competitive if 


our current expertise in bedding, bullet and 
loading techniques are applied? If there is 
any doubt, all you have to do is review what 
the Kelbly’s, Pindell’s, and Culver’s did with 
the 30 caliber. If someone wishes to work 
with other calibers fine. If they are suc- 
cessful, | am sure that there will be a rush 
to join them... . but why FORCE everyone 
into it? 

Dave, the above are my own personal 
views, and in no way reflect the thoughts 
or views of NBRSA, its officers or directors. 

As an officer of NBRSA, | would welcome 
some input from the general membership on 
this subject, so the officers of the organi- 
zation can carry out the wishes of the 
membership.

But, on the other hand, neither do we 
go on to play baseball in the second inning, 
and call it ‘‘football’’ .... an analogy that 
applies to our present light varmint - sporter 
situation. 

3. | don’t think that the dread word 
“FORCING’”’ is all that terrible. If the 
shooter shows up with a 15 pound heavy 
varmint class rifle, and you tell him that he 
can’t fire it in heavy varmint class... . are 
you going to get all upset because he 
screams that you are forcing him to do 
something he doesn’t want to? 

4. As Jon Leu recently remarked in these 
pages, there was a time when all the in- 
novations in firearms and cartridges came 
out of the benchrest world. No more. 

5. If we are going to fire two separate 
1012 pound classes . . . . to which | have no 
great objection, then let’s make them be 
different. | don’t like to see rules change too 
often, either. But it’s been 29 years now, 
Walt... . . can live with a rule change every 
29 years!
